This Project Specific Agreement (PSA) is entered into as so specified in
the Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) of October 10, 2006, between the

Blackfeet Nation (Nation) and the Montana Department of Transpcrtation
(MDT) .

The intent of this PSA is to cover the specifics of the of the Pavement
Preservation (Asphalt Overlay) contract, provided, further, that nothing
contained in this PSA shall be inconsistent or in conflict with the MOU.

SPECIFIC ISSUES:
I. Highway Consatruction

a. The highway pavement preservation project will involve milling
shoulder from curbing, asphalt overlay paving entire roadway and
supply Grade 4A chips for future seal & cover.

b. A Pre-bid conference will be held for this project in Browning,
Mentana before the bid-opening for this project. The Pre-bid
conference date, time and location will be specified in the contract
advertisement documents. Pre-bid conference attendance is mandatory
for the MDT, the Nation and any potential bidders.

c. A preconstruction conference will be held at a date and time mutually
acceptable to the contractor, the Nation and MDT prior to commencement
of any work.

Improvements or Services

A. The Improvements or Services (I0OS) percentage amount applied to
that part of the total construction contract cost of the project
that is done on the Reservation shall be 1%.

B. MDT shall collect the IOS dollar amount by withholding 1% from
each progress payment and the final payment tc the contractor and
deposited it into the Nation MDT account for use on future
projects, which are mutually beneficial to both parties and are
consistent with FHWA guidelines.

Tribal Employment Rights Office (TERO)

. All prime and subcontractors will be required to have a Blackfeet

Business license in accordance with Tribal Law. The license shall be
obtained at the Blackfeet Tribe. Revenue Department.

. Prior to beginning work, all Prime and subcontractors will file a

compliance work plan with TERO and will abide by all TERO laws in
accordance with the MOU.

. There will be 0 trainees on the prcject

. Pursuant to the MOU and Tribal Resoclution, a Tribal TERO fee of 3% of

that part of the contract amount that is performed on the Reservation
will be assessed by the Nation to the contractor. MDT will collect
this fee for the Nation by withholding 3% from that part of each
progress, semi-final and final payment to the contractor and paying.
the amount to the Nation.
